Prince Yih and Secondary Prince 
Ying to be imprisoned; Secondary 
Prince Lien to be deprived of his 
rank; Dukes Lan and Ting Nien to be 
degraded in ranks; Kang Yi being 
dead, no penalty can be imposed upon 
him; Chao Shu Chiao to be degraded-, 
but retained in office, and Yu Hsien 
to be exiled to the farthest boun- 
dary."

Washington, Nov. 16.—-^he state 


department has not heard from Min- 
ister Conger for four days past.

Cannon denied that he was a thief 
and was charged with vagrancy. A 
fine was assessed and when he pro- 
posed to settle the officers told him 
they would file another charge, and 
(he decided to go to jail, and there he 
is now. While Cannon is locked up 
Superintendent Gorsllne will make an 
effort to learn hia history and where 
he belongs.

A RUMOR OF POISON. 


Rome, Nov. 16.—A rumor is cur- 


rent in Borne that the illness of fhe 
czar is due to poisoning. 


It is asserted that cipher telegrams 


have been received at the Vatican 
saying that an attempt was made to 
poison "both t?he emperor and em- 
press, but that the latter was not af- 
fected. This story, however, is not 
believed.

STRONG HAD FEW NOTES. 


New York, Nov. 16.—The receiver's 


advisory committee in the W. L. 
Strong & Co. failure made the state- 
ment today that Mr. Strong had left 
outstanding at the time of his death 
not more than $7,500 in promissory 
paper. The receiver gave out this 
statement regarding the notes for the 
purpose of removing the impression 
that the firm had failed for $6,OOO,- 
000, and also, he said, to contradict 
the story that Mr. Strong and Mr. 
Stott had been endorsing each other's 
notes. He said that two new ac- 
countants had been put on the task 
of straightening out the books and 
that a full statement of the firm's 
condition might be known within a 
day or so. The case of Mrs. Eliza T, 
Oriswold, of Philadelphia, who se- 
cured an injunction yesterday pre- 
venting the heirs of Mr. Strong from 
parting with certain securities said 
to be in their possession, was today 
put down by Commissioner Shields 
for December 14. 


DENIALS FROM WASHINGTON. 


Washington, Nov. 16.—It is said 


at the navy department that the ef- 
fort made in 
some of the French 


newspapers to connect Lieutenant 
Sims, late naval attache at Paris, 
with the disclosures relative to the 
French gun are based upon misap- 
prehension of the facts. 


Lieutenant Sims was slated for sea 


duty many months ago, and, in fact, 
the department named and sent over 
a successor to him in the capacity of 
naval attache to the United States 
embassy ia the person of Commander 
Giles H. Harber, 


Lieutenant Sims was detained in 


Paris for some months by the depart- 
ment at the request of the Pollok 
heirs, having been charged with the 
distribution of the munificent prizes 
bestowed upon them by the inventors 
of devices for saving life at sea. 


However, this work was wound up 


some time ago and Lieutenant Sims 
was ordered from Paris to Gibraltar 
solely for the purpose of joining there 
the battleship Kentucky, which is 
making her way out to Manila via 
Suez. He boarded the Kentucky and 
began his work long before the first 
publication relative to the disclosure 
of the secret of the French gun. The 
officials here ridicule the stories that 
General Porter, ambassador to Paris, 
is in any way involved in this scan- 
dal. In fact, they contend that no- 
body connected with the embassy 
has been besmirched and assert thai 
the French government has not made 
even the smallest inquiry which 
would indicate a lack of confidence. 


Limon, Col., Nov. 16,-HAt a mass 


meeting here last night, when an or- 
ganization was perfected for fhe pur* 
pose of lynching John Porter, the 
colored boy now held in the Denver 
jail, where he confessed to the murder 
of Louise Frost, an 11-year-old school 
girl of this city, it was unanimously 
agreed that Porter shall be hanged 
with all the decorum of a legal exe- 
cution whenever he is brought back 
to this county and that no brutality 
will be tolerated.

The axe, or hatchet, fell just behind 
the carriage. The woman was imme- 
diately arrested* 


The missile, it developed later, was 


a short hand-chopper. 


The woman is believed to be in* 


sane. Her name is &elma Sdmapke. 
She occupied a place in the 
front 


rank of the spectators on the side 
furtherest from the emperor. The 
hatchet, it now appears, struck the 
carriage. 
A crowd of people who 


witnessed the outrage threw them- 
selves on his majesty's assailant, but 
the prompt intervention of the police 
saved the woman from injury.

Chinese, it fears results. 


There is no hesitation in energetic- 


ally, denying the European implica- 
tion that the United States govern- 
ment is moved in its Chinese course 
by sentimental and un'buslnoss like 
considerations.

necessary to watch our bnuk state- 
ments. 
Our business failures have 


been remarkably few. 
The general

velopment of new mills nnd factories 
within our city. These in turn are 
giving employment to thousands of 
men and women, and as the element 
cf labor increases in our midst it be- 
comes necessary to supply them with 
their daily wants.

clothing, meats, groceries, shoes, etc., 
can be met.
